Japanese Navy Dead 
Is Estimated at 262,000 


Washington, April 4 <.1>j—O.W.I, 


today estimated Japanese Navy 
dead at 262,000 officers and men 
since Pearl Harbor. 


This compares with total Ameri- 


can naval casualties of 92,819, ol 
whom 35,750 are dead. 


And, contrasted with more than 


3,000.000 men , in this country's 
sea arm, the Office of War Infor- 
mation said Japan's present naval 
personnel afloat and ashore totals 
850,000. 


Hecause* the Nipponese do not 


let life-saving interfere with othci 
operations. O.W.L said it is con- 
servative to estimate that 75 per 
cent of the crews of Japanese 
warships sunk meet death.
